limber coapany business with which he was connected in Guateaala. ' 

PAVIS said unfortunately these aen when they arrived In l/>uisians, 
for soae reason or another, had coae to Kew Orleans with the Idea 
that they were gcing to be trained for a ailitary operation and 
sent to Guatemala for additional training. He claiaed on October 1, 
1963, that when he advised these aen of the real purpose of their travel 
to New Orleans, they ware disappointed and sobs were angry with hia. 

At that tlae he advised that the corporation with which he was 
connected at that tiaa was known as the Guatemalan Luaber and 
Mineral Corporation. He said that this was a U>uls iana corpora- 
tion that had a contract with the Guatemalan Government to take 
mahogany out of Guateaala. He identified the officers of this 
corporation as f^lows:

^^^^urin^th^sS^^Ry^o^jul^lSe^tn^FBI had seized some 
dynamite and other explosives stored in a Lacoabe, Louisiana, 
residence, which material, according to the newspaper, was to be 
used against Cuba. He stated that this action disturbed these 
Cuban refugees and was probably partially responsible for their 
decision to return to Miami. It was PAVIS' story on October 1, 
1963, that since these aen had coas to the New Orleans area with 
the idea of receiving ailitary training and additional ailitary 
tfaining in Guateaala, they were not willing to proceed to 
Guateaala to be eaplcyed in aahogany luaber cutting. Ftor this 
reason their passage on Greyhound Bca to return to Miami was paid 
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for by the GuateealKn Limber and Mineral Corporation of Mew 
.Orleans, DAVIS in October 1963 made the statement
